Both Must Obey U. S. Board 
Washington, 
Oct. 18.— President 
Harding

White House today.

After two days in Berlin where 
he was treated most graciously, M*\ 
Stewart and the young woman went 
to Warsaw by way of Danzig, tile 
Inst leg of the journey being on an 
English train with free transporta­ 
tion provided bv the Polish govern­ 
ment. 
Mr. Stewart 
was sent to Brest- 
Litovsk, which before the war was 
a city of 58,000, hut at that time 
was reduced to a city of 10,000 in­ 
habitants. Tt was destroyed by Ger­ 
mans and never rebuilt due to the 
war between Poland and the Bolshe­ 
viks after tile world conflict. 
The former Rushville man set up 
a canteen on an old Russian 
fort 
two miles outside the city near the 
battleline. 
To show the thorough­ 
ness of the Germans, Mr. Stewart 
said 
a story was told there that 
when the Germans during the world 
war. occupied this fort, they had a 
complete chart of it, showing every 
building and every gun. The fort had

by a German and 
built by Russia 75 years previously.

UNDER A LARGE ROCK 


Workers in Gravel Pit Believe Place 


Was Formerly Burial Ground 


For Indians 


AFTER TIPPECANOE BATTLE

skeletons bleached by years o f ex­ 
posure were found in large numbers 
scattered about a rock by workmen 
unearthing gravel west of Delphi. 
H isto rian s believe this 
spot was 
the burial ground of the Indian s a f ­ 
ter the battle o f Tippecanoe and if 
their belief is established as a fact, 
it w ill d e a r lip the m ystery • which 
has gone 
unsolved 
through 
the 
years.

The place was 
discovered 
on a 
bluff opposite 
the house of La Rue 
Cobble, 
two miles west of Delphi. 
About one 
hundred skeletons were 
exhumed in a space covering eighty 
square feet and furth er digging by 
the workmen was expected to reveal 
more. The bones were found around 
a large rock which protruded above 
the ground. 


One 
was a skeleton of a child. 
The others 
apparently were adults. 
Tile large number of adult skeletons 
is taken as a definite indication that 
the fighters from Tippecanoe buried 
their casualties there with the rock 
as a

Just 
what is contemplated was not reveal- 
ed.

drew before the Bolsheviks. He de- 
scribed the conditions there 
when 


thousands of Russian refugees fleil 
through the city every day before 
the Reds. During the evacuation, Mr.

went to Lemberg and a few weeks 
later was established back in Brest- 
Litovsk when the Poles re-establish- 
ed themselves there. 


Mr. Stewart beat the commander 


of the fourth army bnek two weeks 
nnd had headquarters established. 


The American Y. 31. C. A. secre- 


taries had the rank of captain in 
the Polish army and for this reas- 
on had some authority. 


"The Polish people wcro at first, 


suspicious of Americans", said Mr. 
Stewart. "There is nothing altruis- 
tic in their nature and they did not 
understand how^ Americans could be 
so generous if they did not have nn 
ax to grind. As time went on, they 
learned that Americans were really 
there to help tliem and they 
were

work for us and we had Polish- 
Ameriean boys as interpreters."

ON INDIANA CORN 


Field Scouts Reported 
Infestations 


of Border in Ohio Six Miles From 


' Indiana Line 


SITUATION 
INVESTIGATED 


Various Agricultural 
Interests 
of 


State Were Coordinated to Oppose 


Impending Quarantine 


• Indianapolis,- Ind., Oct. 18—There 
will be no quarantine placed"* at 
this time on 'Indiana torn and other 
faim. products because of the pres- 
ence in the adjoining states of Ohio 
and Michigan of the European corn 
borer, according to assurances given 
Frank N. Wallace, entomologist for 
the state conservation 
department, 


by C. E. Marlatt, .chairman of 
the 


Federal Horticultural Board. Mr. 
\Vallacp made this announcement 
upon .his return 
from Washington 


where Federal authorities investi- 
gated the situation. 


Eeld scouts of tW Federal Horti- 


cultural Board Deported' infestations 
of the borer in Ohio G miles 
from 


the Indiana line, and the board con- 
templated establishing a quarantine 
to. take in the entire Hoosier state. 
Mr. Wallace was able to .convince 
the board that the nearest infesta- 
tion instead of being 0 miles was 
at least 05 miles distant from the 
Indiana 
line, thus preventing n 


state-wide quarantine. Had the re- 
striction been ordered it meant that 
no Indiana corn and various 
other 


products of Hoosier soil could enter 
interstate shipment only under cer- 
tain conditions and after rigid in- 
spection, meaning at the most eou- 
s'ervative estimate :x loss to Indiana 
corn growers this .year alone of ap- 
proximately $15,000,000. 


Mr.'Wallace was accompanied to 


Washington by Charles B. Riley, 
see'y of the. Indiana Grain Dealers' 
Association; L. A. Vogler, of Hope, 
representing the Indiana, Federation 
of Farmers' Association, and G. I. 
Christie, director of the state exper- 
iment station, Lafayette. 'The var- 
ious agricultural interests were co- 
ordinated to oppose the impending 
quarantine and Mr. Wallace 
bore 


assurances from Governor McCray 
that Indiana was united to not ouly 
oppose a quarantine against the 
borer, but also to assist the govern- 
ment in every way possible to fight 
the depredating1 pest when it reaches 
Indiana. 


When the Hoosier delegation con- 


vinced the board thai; its scouts er- 
rored in locating the -nearest infes- 
tation to Indiana, members admitted 
that a quarantine 
at 
this 
time 


against this state was very imprac- 
tical. The fact that two years ago 
Indiana through the conservation 
department handled the 
"Take-All 


outbreak'in three northern counties 
without a state-wide quarantine as 
proposed by Federal 
authorities, 


helped materially in preventing 
a 


quarantine on the borer now, Mr. 
Wallace says. As a result ofUhe 
healing, the board was satisfied that 
a. state-wide quarantine is very un- 
just and in some eases might prove 
calamitions, and announced that in 
endeavoring to cheek further invas- 
ion even in states ow infested, borer 
activities will be curbed through re- 
gional quarantines.
